Tn fact thoy were altogether on tho dofon- 
sive, which showed that the Govornment 
had strack the key-note ot tho questions 
exciting public interest. Ho entered into 
a long constitutional argumont on the dis- 
allowance question, the principal point 
being that the 69th section of the 
British North Amorioa Act, which provided 


for the disallowance of Provinoial 
Logislation by the Dominion Goy- 
ernment, also provided for the 


disallowance by the imperial authorities of 
Dominion measures. It was not pretended 
that the Imporial Governmont would have 
tho constitutional right to yetoa measure 
passed at Oltawa simply on its merits. If 
the people once got the idea that local 
legislation depended on the pressure that 
could be brought to bear at Ottawa, Con- 
federation would mot be worth ten years 
purchase. He referred to tho Orange 
Bills and the Goodhue Wil Act, which 
had come before the Governor-General in 
Council for consideration. Sir John Mac- 
donald had urged that the interference of 
the Dominion should not be asked in mat- 
terot strictly local import, and the con- 
clusion was Obvious that they had no right 
tointerfere when their consent was not 
asked,He proceeded to justify the Stroame 
Bill on its merits in reply to the Opposi- 
tion contention thatit was an “outrageous” 
mesure, The highest judges of the Pro- 
vince had endorsed the principle of the 
Streams Bill, He urged the necessity of a 
provision to enable the people to use the 
natural highways to bring the woalth of 
the country to market, ayd pointed ont 
that no petiitons against the passage of 
the Bill had been received. The Opposi 
tion affected to be much concerned about 
the rights of minorities, but they were as 
safe with the Provinces as with the Do- 
minion. Speaking on the boundary award, 
Mr. Pardeo said that the proposed settle- 
mentofthe matter would reduce Ontario 
from tho rank of premier proyinos to a 
third-cluss position, The order of refer- 
ence naming the arbitrators provided in so 
many words that the award should be 
mal and conclusive. He reminded the 
Opposition that two years ago they joined 
with the Ministry in protesting against 
Ontario being deprived of any of the terri- 
tory to which she was entitled under the 
awaid, and thought that upon some mo- 
mentous a question they might well have 
considered Provincial rights as paramount 
to the claims of party, and united with the 
Government for their maintenence. The 
speech eyoked lond and long-oontinued 
applause at the close, Mr, Oreighton 
spoke on the.boandary award, and after a 
good deal of irregular discussion he charg- 
od the Government with garbling the re- 
port of the Dominion Immigration Agent 
at Hamilton, Mr, Hardy rose to explain 
stating that tho report was prepared by a 
Dominion official and was full of semi-poli- 
tical matter, inserted to make a point in 
favour of the N, P. All matter of this 
nature had been struck out,Atter come furth- 
er crossfiring on this point,Mr.Ross claimed 
tho right to disouss the disallowance of the 
Streams Bill, althougha layman. He 


*| thought the course ofthe Dominion Goy- 


ernmet tended to the dismemberment of 
Confederation, The principle involved 
in an award was that the parties should 
submit to the decision of the arbitrators. 
Ontario was entitled to all the territory 
westward belonging to the old Provinoo of 
Uppor Canada, and the allegiance of the 
people was first due to the'r own Province 
and then tothe Dominion. After a far- 
ther reference by Mr, Lauder to the above 
immigration report under cover of pri- 
vilege.

QUESTIONABLE PROCEEDINGS. 


We cannot but sympathize with the 
oft-repeated regret that competent and 
desirable men so frequently decline to 
take part in the management of our 
civic affairs, Apart from the fact 
that we loose the benefit of their yalu- 
able services, we too often feel the in- 
jury resulting from their places being 
tilled by designing and incompetent per- 
sons who, when elected, apparently seek 
their own advancement quite regardless 
of the best interests of the city. When 
we &¢e men possessed of large property 
interests devoting their time and | at- 
tention to the promotion of our muni- 
cipal affairs, we can readily understand 
that they will feel themselves amply re- 
paid for the loss of time and labor, in 
the conviction that taxes will be kept 
at the lowest point consistent with the 
city’s advancement, ; that local affairs 
are administered in the most economi- 
cal manner ; in short that everything 
possible is being done to enhance the 
value of property and to assure the 
fature position of the city. But it is 
far different with men who have little 
or no property interest to protect ; who 
resort to acts of deception and subter- 
fuge to get themselves assessed for guf- 
ficient to qualify for office ; and Then in 
many instances fill up the full measure 
of deceit and artifice to procure clec- 
tion. With such antecedents, what 
can be expected of them as representa- 
tives? Few will be so innocent as to 
suppose thatmen who have for years 
been unsuccessfully attempting to acquire 
property, and who, judging from their 
fatile efforts in the past, will never in 
all probability have sufficient of their 
own to cause them any anxiety about 
the rate of taxation ; men who. with 
their business records of many years be- | 
fore the public, have failed to Satisfy 
everybody of their probity and trust. 
worthiness ; men who, with the best use 
of their time and money can scarcely 
keep even with the world, yet eagerly 
and lavishingly using both to seeure & 
representative position—will suddenly 
become transformed into eminently 
worthy and reliable parties, willing to 
forget self and self interests, and with- 
out fear or favor, discharge the offices of 
the trust reposed. 

These considerations will doubtless 
explain many of the d ts, defalow. 
tions, &c., of which we so often now-a 
days hear and read. We wonder*thut 
the average ratepayer und voter do not 
more frequently think of these, and act 
in accordance with the lessons to be de 
duced therefrom when marking and de 
positing their ballots.

As we remarked yesterday, Mr. 
Robertson, our representative in the 


representatives of the Globe, admitted 
freely that the bill was fair and impar- 
tial in its provisions, and that it would 
greatly benefit the future operations of 
lumbermen in Ontario.

The clause (section 56) which provides 
for the disallowance of Provincial legis- 
lation by the Dominion Government, 
also provides for a similar exercise of 
prerogative by the Imperial Govern-

LUXURIES AND NECESSITIES. 


It is the intention of the Dominion 
Government to reduce the duty on tea 
and coffee, so we are told, at the next 
session. The announcement has caused 
some commotion in commercial circles 
and not a few merchants, both whole- 
sale and retail, will be losers to a con- 
siderable extent. We observe that the 
question is raised whether the Govern- 
ment would not better serve the public 
interests by reducing or entirely remoy- 
ing the duty on coal and breadstuffs, in- 
stead of on tea and coffee. There 
should be only one answer to this 
question. Tea and coffee are luxuries 
of life. The poor man with a family, 


who experiences some difficulty in mak- 


ing “both ends meet” (and there are 
Yi 


many of this class in spite of P, 
prosperity), can do without their use 
and suffer no inconvenience nor hard- 
ship. Coal and breadstuffs must be 
classed as the necessaries of life. The 
poor as well as the rich must have them 
at any cost. The duty on these articles 
is a heayy tax on those who have to 
economize rigidly in order to provide 
what is absolutely necessary for person 
al comfort and protection. With a 
afatuous disregard of public opinion, 
however, the Government determines to 
make the luxuries cheap, but keep op 
the price of the necessities,

Nr. §. S. Bonter nominated Mr, Ostrom 
for Warden. He thought Trenton was en- 
titled to this honor. \Tho nomination was 
seconded by Mr. Jno, White. This mem- 
ber had no doubt Mr, Ostrom was not a 
candidate for the position. He spoke at 
length on the merits of the other two nom- 
ineeg, favoring Mr. Gordon, he being the 
senior membor of the two. 

Mr. Ostrom was very gratoful to the 
gentlemen who had connected his namo 
with the position of Warden. The merits 
ef the town of Trenton could perhaps, 
not be properly stated by him without 
egotism, but in a few well-chosen remarks 
he thought the municipality he represented 
was entitled to the honor. If he should 

| be returned as a member of this body next 
year, he would expect the support ot a 
majority of the members of the Council 
for the honor of Warden. He declined the 
nomination. 

Mr. Ashley.—It has not always been the 
practise of this body to elect the oldest 
member of the Council. It certainly was 
not the case when I was a candidate for 
the position.

He 
hoped he would do his duty during the 
year and receive the assistance of the mem- 
bers of the Council. It he had been defeated 
by Mr. O'Flynn he would rather it would 
have been him than any other member of 
the Council,as he had every respect for and 
confidence in Mr. O'Flynn, and would as- 
sist to elect him if he could when he was a 
candidate for Warden again. 

Mr, O'Flynn thanked those who bad 
voted for him, and to those who had re- 
corded their yotes against him he did not 
entertain the slightest ill-feeling.

Port, he gave it an unqnalified denial, and 
produced the original document in manu 
foript in proof that the accusation was 
false. 

Mr. Mowat made an important stato- 
mont respecting the informal suggestions 
ho had received from 
Dominion Qabinet in relation to tho 
boundary award diffienlty. ‘Tbe proposal 
was one for a new arbitration with eithor 
Lord Carins or Lord Solborne as arbitra- 
tor, This vasa cd did not seem satis- 
factory, as if tho first arbitration before 
Commissionors 0 well and ‘favorably 
known as Sir Francis Hinoks,JChiof Just- 
ico Harrison, and Sir Edward Thornton 
Was not acceptable, no other tribnnal 
| would likely bo 80. If Ontario were to 
bo forced into a litigation it must be be- 
fore the Privy Council. 

Mr. Waters resumed the debate, touch- 
ing brie‘ly upon tho license law which ho 
claimed had caused a great improvement 
on the former state of affairs, and tho N. 
P., which hie did not rezard as beneficial. 
He spoko at some length on the boundary 
quostion, reading from eome of the doou- 
ments laid before the Arbitration Com- 
mission to show that Canadu before tho 
annexation of the Hudson Bay territory 
included the area between the Lake of tho 
Woode and the Rad River. Ho discussed 
the Streams Will on its morits and expres- 
sod his concurrence with the courss ot the 
Ministry on the disallowance question. 

Dr. Broreton in his maidon upeech,after 
roferring to What had been acsomplished 
by the N. P., expressed the opinion that 
the boundary question would have to be 
settled by negotiation between Ontario 
and Manitoba,or by roferonce to the Privy 
Council, and thought that the Government 
wero not anxious to bring about a settle- 
ment. 

Dr. MoMahon supported the policy of 
the Government on the Boundary Award, 
and referring to the Streams Bill expressed 
the opinion that it hai been disallowed for 
8 political purpose. Hastrongly approved 
of the Agricultural Commission as most 
useful to the tarmers, and dealt with sover- 
al other fopice. 

Mr. Marray pointedly remarkod that 
from the persistency with which the N. P. 
had beon introduced by the Opposition it 
might be supposed thut the speakers were 
addressing the House of Commons, He 
favored legislation for the prevention of 
bush fires. 

Dr. Boulter endorsed the Opposition’s 
Antagonism to Ontario's interests in the 
Boundary Award and disallowance of the 
Streams Bill matters, and oriticizad the 
Action of the Government in the appoint- 
ment of certain county officials in Hastings, 

Dr, Baxter's ramarks principally related 
to the Boundary Award. Hoe thought the 
Attorney-General was right in refusing to 
submit it to a second Arbitration. 

Dr. Cascaden advocated sanitary legisla 
tion, which he held would preyent a great 
many premature deaths, Rogarding the 
Boundary Award he held that the speach 
of Sir Alexander Campbell, explanatory of 
the Act of last session, showed that it was 
the intention of the Ottawa Government te 
deprive Ontario of the territory in dispute, 
He opposed any turther grants to the Agri- 
cultural & Arts Association, and favored 
the proposed Bureau of Statistics. 

Mr. Freeman, as a farmor, waa of tho 
Opioion that the agricultural population 
had received no bonefit from the N. P., 
though the manufacturers were prospering 
at their expense,

MANITOBA RAMPANT. 

Ontario is on the yerge of rebellion 
over the arbitrary and unconstitutional 
action of the Dominion Government in 
disallowing the “Streams Bill,” 
but Manitoba is nearer the verge 
owing to similar action in 
connection with the Wivnipeg and 
Southeastern Railway. The local press, 
with one or two exceptions, express 
public opinion as being ina very excited 
state. Even the Winnipeg /ree Press, 
which has been a recognized organ of 
the Syndicate, now condemns the dis- 
allowance of the provincial charter in 
strong language. The Sun, however, 
takes advanced ground and gives the 
following warning :—In asserting the 
power of disallowance of a provincial 
railway charter, the Government at 
Ottawa have unwarrantably and impro- 
perly invaded and violated those rights, 
and assumed an attitude towards this 
province (Manitoba) which no free peo- 
ple will submit to The Mail would do 
well, too, to remember that there is a 
certain wildness in the air of the west, 
that may lead a people to take such de- 
cisive means to establish their rights as 
a self-governing community as may not 
be contemplated by the organs of die- 
allowance.

THE DUTIES OF ASSESSORS. 


The “hints” by Sir John Macdonald, 
that emanated from the late Tory Con- 
vention, and the circular from Mr. 
Blake, allin view of an approaching 
general election, have made municipal 
assessors the most notoriouscharacters in 
the country. It is being recognized that 
theright to vote depends upon the asseas- 
ment for municipal purposes, and that 
the assessors have it in their power to 
make or unmake voters it disposed to 
act dishonestly. In view of the import- 
ant issues at stake, to which both poli- 
tical parties are honestly committed, it 
is absolutely necessary to have the rolls 
made right. Sir John said :-—“If the 
assesyor is a t, watch him.” Mr. 
Blake said : that the rolls are 
made right before leaving the assessor's 
hands.” We could use Sir John’s hint 
by substituting “Tory” for “Grit,” but 
prefer to follow the advice tendered by 
Mr. Blake. In order that our readers 
taay properly understand just what the 
duties of an assessor are, and how the 
rolla may be made right, we quote as 
follows from the Statutes, which mut 
be held free from all political bias. Un- 
der the heading of ‘Duties of Assessors” 
it is declared that ‘the assessor or asses 
sors shall prepare all assessment rolls 
in which, after diligent enquiry, he or 
they shall set down according to the 
best information to be had ;

THE ONTARLO LEGISLATUR 


Third Session —Fourth Parliament, 
Wepneapay, Jan. 25. 

The firat speaker was Mr. Bell, who re- 
gretted that the Government had opposed 
the N. P., blamed thom for delaying the 
settlement of the Boundary question, 
favored a reference to the Privy Council, 
and agreed with hie leaders on the sub- 
ject of dicallowance. Mr. Robertson of 
Halton, devoted his remarks principally 
to the boundary quostion, deploring the 
evil effects of the absence of authority in 
the debatable land, and the loss sustained 
meanwhile by tho cutting of timber. 
Mr, Bishop, from the standpoint of a far 
mer, urged wilh considerable force that 
the farmers were not getting any more for 
their produce by reason of the N. P. This 
brought Mr. Neclon to biz feet in advocacy 
of the tariff. He also vigorously denoune- 
ed the boundary outrage, aud held that 
the Government were entitled to credit 
for the way in which they dcalt with the 


matter of disallowance. Mr. Hawley op+ 
posed the N. P., and characterized the 
course of the Dominion Government in 
refusing to ratify the Award as a gro’s act 
of injustice. A leangthy speech by Mr. 
Hay was the piece de resistance of the 
day’s debate. In dealing with the tariff 
ho followed up the argument of his former 
speech by showing from the Trade and 
Navigation Returns that during the de- 
pression there was no importation of for- 
eign goods in any line toa greater pro- 
portion than 7 percent. of the quality of 
the same class manufacttred in Canada. 
The latter portion ot bis speach dealt very 
fully with the Boundary Award, »nd he 
quoted extensively from the debates over 
the Act of last session showing that the 
merubers of the Dominion House evident- 
ly understood the measure as handing 
over the disputed territory to Manitoba. 

Mr. Ferris spoke against the principle 
of protecticn and supported the Govern- 
ment on the Boundary Award,and the de- 
bate was closed for the evening by Mr. 
Hagar, wno in an cloquent speech dealt 
with the tariff, the Award, and the disal- 
lowance question,calling upon the people 
of Ontario to stand as ono man and resist 
the encroachments of the Dominion Goy- 
ernment, He bad a most cordial reception 
by the House.

We should 
not plunge into another heavy debt ina 
manner such as the Reeve of Madoc 
Township would have us do. 

Mr. Walker seconded the motion beliey- 
ing that more work could be done for less 
money in the winter than in the summer;

motion he had no objection. 

The Reeve of Madoc village could see 
no consistent objecton in pasting Mr. 
Vankleek's resolution as appropriation 
would probably be made to these munici- 
palities at the June session, and whatever 
may be granted now could be deduccted 
from the annual grant asked for at the 
June seesion, : 

A lengthy discussion ensued on this 
matter in which Messrs. White and Ayls- 
worth urged that the usual grants to roads 
be made now, instead of at the Juns 
session.

MUTUAL BENEFIT SOCIETIES 


Some time ago we referred to the 
manifest advantage enjoyed by certain 
mutual benefit societies in competition 
with regular insurance companies, and 
predicted that legislation would pro- 
bably be resorted to as a remedy for this 
state of affairs, It is now announced 
semi-officially that at the next session 
of the Dominion Parliament the Gov- 
ernment will introduce a measure to 
bring such associations as are now doing 
business in Canada under the super- 
vision of the Insurance Act. This 
would refer especially to the Civil 
Service Mutual Benefit Society, the In- 
tercolonial Railway Benefit Societies, 
the London Masonic Mutual Benefit 
Association, the Orange Mutual Insur- 
ance and Endowment Society of On- 
tario West, The Independent O:der of 
Foresters, the Knights of Honor, &ec, 
The regular insurance companies com- 
plain that some, if not all, these mutual 
benefit or co operative societies are not 
compelled to make a depo it with the 
Government and take out a license, and 
abd hence they have an advantage in 
rates that seriously trench upon the 
ground occupied by the former. It is |

DISALLOWANCE. 


The recent arbitrary action of the 
Dominion Government with regard to 
provincial matters is attracting a large 
share of attention across the border. 
The Buffalo Courier considers the con- 
flict between the Federal and Provinci 
Governments as an evidence of the fail- 
ure of our Confederation system, and { 
the Utica Morning Herald, in an able 
and temperate article, argues in a simi- 
lar vein, We quote as follows :— 


This disallowance is equivalent to the 
setting aside, by the federal admirfstra- 
tion at Washington,of an act of the leviala- 
tare of the state of New York, relating 
only to matters within the state of New 
York, on the ground that it was not com- 

atible with the interests of the country at 
arge, Against the possibility of such a 
thing, the framers of our federal , onstita- 
tion guarded by the most rigid and uo 
equivocal provisions. The key to ovr 
foderal system is the onquostionable supre- 
macy of tho state in all matters relating to 
the internal concerns of that state. I ig 
because each state has jealously guarded | 
against any departure from that principle 
that the federal constitution stands to lay 
infinitely more secure, more respected and 


more authorative, than when it was rati- |’

There are practically no. limi'ations 
upon the assumption of proroyative 
on the part of the Dominion; and the 
natural tondéncy is always to enroach up 
on the undefined rights assumed or fup- 
posed to be reserved to the soveral pro- | 
vinces.

Extreme honesty was remarkable in 
Mr. Canniti; no one presumed to question 
his integrity. His character was marked 
by geviality, ready sympathy and trans- 
parent genercsity ; he was aman who had 
nothing to conceal, cunning Was no part of 
his hfe, andsuch sn example should be 
called up to teach us wisdom to cultivate a 
Staunch spirit of honesty. 

Deprived of vik he could not real the 
sciiptarcs. His hours of ccurse were 
lonely, although in reading to bim, and in 
all,tie prayers he joined heartily in the re- 
spontes, and quoted passages like the text 
on the vanity of human lilo, 

This life Was evjoyable to h'm both ina 
domeatio and worldly sense, asmuch as any 
one, but his last views were unfavorable 
to life usa whole.
